The stute 
ment that Great Britain stipulated that 
no citizen ol the I nited States should be 
a member of tin* co mmissio n mentioned 
is inaccurate. 
It is the opinio n in diplo ­ 
matic circles here that the demands of 
Great Biiinin are exceptio nally small, and 
the ag g rav ation warranted ev en sev erer 
measu res.” 
Sir J ulian Pirn nee forte, the British am 
liassador and dean of the

W as h i ng t o n , March ¿ ¿ .— J ohn F. Vic­ 
tory, secretary of the National Associa­ 
tion of Letter Carriers, denies that a co m­ 
bination of postal 
emplo yes has been 
formed for the purpose of bring ing pres­ 
sure upon cong ress to ov erturn any rules 
or reg ulations of the postoffice depart­ 
ment, or for the purpose of lobbying 
throug h cong ress leg islatio n desig ned m 
their interests. 
Victory made the follo w 
ing statement in behalf of those he repre­ 
sents: 
'The only possible foundation the re­ 
port can hav e is in the fact that oong ross, 
in its clo sing hours, modified a recent de­ 
partmental rule requiring that railway 
postal clerks shall reside on the lines of 
their runs. 
This was done by an am end­ 
ment to the postoffice appropriation bill. 
The department resented cong ressional 
Interference with what it considers it pre­ 
rog ativ e by recalling ail passes issued to 
clerks on lines beyond their o wn runs. 
Tills action was sev erely criticised by 
a 
paper claiming to represent the railway 
clerks, which adv ised the clerks to deal 
directly with cong ress in the future In 
nil proposed leg islatio n relating to thoir 
interests. 
“ That postal emplo yes siiould conspire 
to demoralize tlie serv ice in which they 
are employed is preposterous. 
Postal em ­ 
ployes in the future, as in the past, rely­ 
ing on the justice of their claims, will re­ 
spectfully and persistently petition co n­ 
g ress. 
They know, as mo st people should 
know, that but little leg islatio n is enacted 
simply on its merits 
If In exercising 
their rig ht of petition they are eng ag ed in 
a conspiracy then it can be said they hav e 
be. n so occupied for years In securing the 
eig ht-hoiir law. 
“ The postoffice emplo yes referred to are 
the hardest workers and poorest paid of 
any of the g o v ernment’s serv ants. 
The 
av erag e salary of a postoffice clerk is less 
tiian fbiRi per month. 
There are those In 
the serv ice who receiv e only I4U0 j>er year 
The av erag e salary of the letter carrier is 
*907 and the av erag e salary of railway 
postal clerks is less 
than 11,000. 
The 
rig ht of postal emplo yes to trsk Uncle 
Earn for an increase in their wag es cannot 
in these days be denied nor Infring ed 
upon."

GREAT FIRE AT SIOUX CITY. 


W a r e h ous e of t h e 
W e s t e r n T r a ns f e r C o. 
itnii Lln» e.e« l O il M i l l s O e s t r oy e d . 
FlOUX ClTV, la., March ¿ ¿ .—One of the 
mo st serious fires In the history of Sioux 
City completely destroyed the warehouso 
of the Western Transfer company, at 
¿ 00 Iowa street, with Its contents, entail 
ing a loss of more than t¿ (JO,000. 
The 
hig h wind which was blo wing cornmuni 
rated tlie flames to the Linseed oil mill 
across the stroet, and it was partially de­ 
stroyed and the g reater part ol its co n­ 
tents consumed, making a total loss of 
1400,000. 
The storag e building was an immense 
structure 150x60 feet, Including a brick 
oil storag e annex 
The mala part of the 
elev ato r was fiv e stories hig h and hod a 
capacity of 160,000 bushels of tlax seed 
In 
the bins at the time were stored 100,0» 
bushels, and on the lower floor sev eral 
thousand tons of linseed oil cake were 
ready for the market. 
In tiie annex the 
oil was in hug e tanks, hav ing an esti­ 
mated capacity of 130,000 g allo ns. 
Neig h­ 
boring towns were teleg raphed for help 
and Council Bluffs offered aid, but it was 
found that 'he local department could do 
ail that could lx* done. 
The building of the Western Transfer 
company was a m ammo th framestruoturo, 
four stories hig h, cov ered with corrug ated 
iron. 
The iron aided the flames and 
kept the water from reaching the wood 
work. 
The warehouse, 100 by 150 feet in 
size, and with four stories besides a base- 
ment, was tilled from top to bottom with 
farm 
implements and machinery, 
the 
v alue of which was abo ut 4300,oou. 
This 
machinery was o wned by about tw« *nty 
implement companies in different part» 
of the United ¡states. 
The building and 
co ntents were Insured for 101,750, but the 
Natio nal Liu sued Oil company 
the Insurance on 
its plants 
and tho 
amo unt cannot be obtained on tins mill.
